Paris said the three soldiers it 
is offering to release are Thom- 
as Nelson Jones, Donald L. 
Smith and James W. Brigham. 
He gave no home addresses or 
other information. 


In Washington, a Pentagon 


spokesman said it had on its 
captured list a Spec. 4 Thomas 
N. Jones and on its missing list 
Pfc. Donald G. Smith and Spec. 
4 James W. Brigham Jr. 


But the spokesman said fur- 


ther information about these 
men will not be released until it 
is confirmed they are prisoners 
to be released. He said there 
are no Donald L. Smiths among 
those listed as missing or cap- 
tured.

Wrightwood Extended Care 
Facility in Chicago, was de- 
scribed at a unique Intern* 
tionai Symposium on Wine 
and Health held at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago recently. 


Conducting the study were 


Dr. Vincent Sarley, medical 
director of Wrightwood, and 
Dr. Robert C. Stepto, of the 
University of Illinois College 
of Medicine. 


All patients admitted to tbe 


Medicare facility during a 
period of 90 days were eligible 
to have free wine with their 
dinner, providing they wanted 
to, providing their medical 
conditions allowed it, and 
providing their personal phy- 
sicians agreed. 


Fortyoeeven of the patients 


who had wine with dinner and 
82 of those who didn't were 
polled as they were dis- 
charged. Among the findings 
were that patients who drank 
wine, compared to those who 
didn't, were happier: with 
visiting hours and regulations, 
with their nurses, with their 
food and its serving, with 
their bed and room, and they 
fell asleep more easily at 
night, and took more naps 
during the day. 


Doctors, nurses, and dieti- 


tians agreed that those pa-

heavyweight championship to 
the white race. Jess was an 
amiable giant at the time who 
hated no one and the only 
man he ever hit bard, he 
killed. A gentle troglodyte, he 
never made that mistake 
again. 


Jack Johnson sort of deeded 


the title over to him in a 
peculiar minstrel in Havana 
where me fight was held since 
Johnson's sexual exploits had 
been saluted by the Congress 
of the United States, no less, 
which passed a law in his 
honor, forbidding interstate 
traffic in women. 


The motion pictures of that 


fight, banned in this country 
as suitable for mature audi- 
ences only (none of which 
were available at the time, 
presumably), were recently 
uncovered in Australia.

—A headache

-Freqeuntly the disease in- 


cludes a stuffed nose, burning 
red eyes and a dry or sligh „ 
sore throat. A pain in the center 
of the chest is sometimes asso- 
ciated with the dry cough. 


—A general weakness. 
—The disease normally lasts 


from two to five days. If the 
fever r u n s longer, patients 
should contact their doctor. 


Rest in Bed 


The treatment for an uncom 


plicated flu is simply bed rest 
fluids, aspirin and alcohol rubs 


Doctors agree that antibiotics 


do no good for uncomplicated 
cases of the flu.

Are the Russians Cooling It? 


After • buildup of naval strength in the 


Mediterranean beginning in 1967, the 
unpredictable Ruaiians have reduced their 
fleet in that area. So far no one ban been 
able to figure out exactly why. 


There were approximately 50 Soviet 


vessels in the Mediterranean last summer 
but now American officials My there are 
only about 20 warships and submarines 
there and a few auxiliary and supply craft. 
The 18,000 ton helicopter carrier, the 
Moskva, went back to the Black Sea in 
November. 


Speculation about reasons for the with- 


drawals suggests the weather but it isn't as 
bad in the Mediterranean this time of year 
as it is in the Black Sea. Some have 
mentioned the possibility that1 the Russians 
want to reduce tensions in the area as Mr. 
Nixon takes office. The American show of 
strength in the Black Sea and its subtle 
warnings of concern about Soviet moves in 
Eastern Europe have also been suggested as 
reasons why the Russians want to cool 
things for a while. 


There could be another motive behind 


the Russian move. The Soviet Union has 
been rebuilding the military forces of the 
Arab nations. But as Czechoslovakia contin- 
ues to simmer under the new restrictions 
while Romania and Yugoslavia maintain 
some amount of independence from control 
from Moscow, the Russian leaders may 
have begun to fear that they were 
overextending. Certainly at this point the 
last thing they would want is a renewal of 
the war in the Middle East while they are 
both supplying the forces in Hanoi and 
troubled by problems much closer to home. 
Their withdrawal from the Mediterranean 
could be something of a warning to hot 
heads like President Nasser not to expect 
all-out Soviet help in case of another hot 
conflict with Israel. If there were strong 
Russian backing for the Arabs in such a 
conflict, there could be a direct confronta- 
tion with the United States. The current 
reactionary Soviet leadership, frightened 
and confused by the demands for liberal 
reforms even in Russia itself, want such a 
confrontation no more than do the leaders 
in the United States.

The Supreme Court on Military Service 


The layman without training in the law 


may often wonder why cases reach the 
Supreme Court when logic dictates obvious 
rulings. It was thus in three court decisions 
this week involving the draft and the call- 
up of reservists. 


The Supreme Court has ruled that local 


draft boards cannot take away draft 
exemptions 
provided 
in the Selective 


Service laws, that men correctly classified 
as 1-A must answer the draft call without 
the delays resulting from appeals to the 
courts, and that reservists must answer a 
call to active duty even though there has 
been no formal declaration of war by 
Congress or a presidential proclamation of 
a national emergency. While the court's 
conclusions in the three separate cases may 
have seemed obvious, it is important that 
they are now a legal directive, particularly 
to draft boards and to the young men who 
are subject to the draft. 


The case involving a California youth 


who sought to overturn his 1-A classifica- 
tion through a court appeal without 
reporting for duty probably will have the 
widest application. A federal court had 
ruled that the youth had the right to start a 
court case without also having to formally 
state that he was refusing to accept his 
draft call. 


The Supreme Court reversed this rul- 


ing It said that such procedure would 
massively hamper Selective Service, and 
this clearly is the case. The decision, it 
should be remembered, preserves the right 
of a draftee to become a defendant in a 
draft evasion charge after refusing to 
accept his call and to continue to fight his 
classification by legal routes after he has 
reported for duty.
